Last month placed in the export | 
records a mark of 14,044 tires, | 
breaking the previous record of | 
March, 1924, when 11,247 solid 
tires were exported, and of May,|

11,204 tires were sent abroad. | 

The unit value of solid tire ex- | 
ports declined to $30.47 during | 
March as compared with the Feb- | 
ruary value per tire of $35.40. 
Tire accessories and repair mate- 
rials were exported to a value of 
$177,336. This was more than 
$100,000 higher than the exports 
of March a year ago, while there 
was substantial increase over the 
February figures for this year. 

Exports of pneumatic casings in 
March totaled 129,232, valued at 
$2,439,322. The volume of ship- 
ments in March was lower than in 
February, while usually March 
shipments show a heavy seasonal 
increase. 

Argentina was the principal 
market, taking 23,680 casings, 
worth $399,490. Brazil, the next 
market, took 10,005 -. casings, 
while Australia, the United King- 
dom and Cuba took smalicr 
amounts, but were important 
markets. 

Argentina and Brazil were also 
the leading importers of automo- 
bile tubes and were followed in or- 
der of importance by Mexico and 
Japan. The big markets for tire 
accessories and repair materials 
were Australia, Canada, the United 
Kingdom, Argentina and British 
South Africa. 

Important shipments of solid au- 
tomobile tires were made to five 
markets, as follows:— 

Argentina, 3,192 tires; United 
Kingdom, 2,530; Japan, including 
chosen types, 1,525; Australia, 1,- 
406, and Cuba, 1,067. British India 
was the outstanding market for 
other solid tires, taking 67,694 
pounds, valued at $23,341.

NEW RUBBER MOVE 


‘Exports to Be Cut Aug. 
1 if Price Drops 
Below 42 


London, April 27.—Restriction 


of rubber exports to 80 per cent. 
of the standard production from 

British plantations in Ceylon and 
Malaya will go into effect for the 

quarter beginning August 1, if 

rubber falls below 42 cents a 
pound during the quarter begin- 
ning next May 1. 

This announcement from the 
Colonial Office is made coincident 
with .the statement that the per- 
centage of the standard production 
of rubber which may be exported 
during the summer quarter at 
minimum duty shall be 100. The 
maximum limit of 500 pounds. an 
acre, provided under the regula- 
tions applicable to the assessment 
of estates of more than twenty-five 
acres in Malaya, is abolished. 

In the case of small holdings the 
maximum limit for the assessment 
of standard production will be 
raised to 500 pounds an acre for 
mature rubber and 200 pounds for 
rubber in bearing but not mature. 

The Stevenson scheme has met 
with opposition in this country, 
alsdé, because the Dutch and other 
non-restricting areas have taken 
advantage of the sitution, it is re- 
ported.

AUTO LEADS IN 
THE SHORT HAUL 


But Will Not Pass R. R. 
In Other Traffic, 


Chicago, April 27.—Motor ve- 
hicles and highways, represent- 
ing an investment of approxi- 
mately $26,500,000,000, have be- 
comé the principal mode of short 
haul passenger transportation of 
the nation, while steam and eclec- 
tric railroads, representing an in- 
vestment of approximately $27,- 
000,000,000, still constitute the 
nation’s principal freight and 
long haul passenger traffic agen- 
cies. 

These are the conclusions of 
Henry R. Trumbower, a member 
of the economics department of the 
United States Bureau of Public 
toads, given in an address on high- 
way transportation yesterday, be- 
fore the fifth annual convocation 
of the Western Society of Engi- 
neers here. 

In the matter of the alleged en- 
croachment of the motor truck 
into the railroad freight carrying 
business, Mr. Trumbower said-— 

“In the first place, there were 
2,453,341 motor trucks registered 
last year, 82 per cent. of which 
were trucks of a capacity of one 
ton and less, with the rest averag- 
ing one and one-quarter tons ca- 
pacity. The total freight carried 
by these trucks amounted to about 
3,066,676 tons. 

“Compare this tonnage and 
the number of trucks used with 
the figures of the steam and 
electric roads. The latter oper- 
ate 2,547,169 freight cars of a 
total capacity of 111,450,034 
tons. The total truck capacity 
is, therefore, 2.8 per cent. that

Business in St. Louis 
Like That in Utah 


St. Louis, April 27.—Dealers 
here report that while the used 
car situation remains almost as 
it was a month ago, being rather 
laggard, new cars are moving at 
a brisker pace each day now. 
April is more than atoning for 
the dullness of March and Feb- 
ruary, declare the sales managers. 


“During the first twepty-one days of 
April we sold 37 per cent. more cars than 
we did during the entire month of 
March,”’ said E. G. Hancock. distributor 
over the St. Louis territory for the Star- 
Durant Motor Company. He added fur- 
ther that indications are that the rest of 
the month will prove to be even better. 

One of the features of the new car 
market in St. Louis just now appears to 
be the acceleration of sales, in so far as 
the cheap priced cars are concerned, and 
approximately the same amount of busi- 
ness which the higher grade cars are ex- 
periencing this month when contrasted 
with March. As an indication of this, 
explained FE. W. Roth, of the St. Louis 
Pierce-Arrow Company, sales of that car 
continued during April at about the same 
level as during March. 

On the other hand, according to B. D. 
Agnew, salesmanager of the Overland- 
Willys-Knight Company, the entire number 
of sales for March was equaled within the 
first twenty days of April for Overland 
and Willys-Knight cars in St. Louis. He 
pointed out, moreover, that much of fhe 
increase which resulted in April was due 
to the fact that deliveries were not obtain- 
able in March to some extent. 

“As regards the used-car situation in 
St. Louis at present,’’ remarked Mr. 
Agnew, ‘‘the main trouble happens to be 
that dealers here are permitting their stock 
to a burden. We have an excep- 
tionally low stock, but many dealers are 
paying top prices and finding it difficult 
to move their used cars.”’ 

The Benjanin Motor Company of St. 
Louis, Stutz distributor, reported an aver- 
age of one retail sale per day for April. 
Dealers regard the outlook here as prom- 
ising, and they say they will be disap- 
pointed if May does not turn out to be an 
even bigger month than April.

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The French Invasion 

UCIEN ROSENGART, executive head of the Peugeot 

Company, the well known French manufacturer of: 
motor cars, which we know best in this country through its 
production of successful racing cars, is visiting us for a brief: 
space. At a luncheon given in his homor by the Detroit 
Board of Commerce, Mr. Rosengart announced that the pur-| 
pose back of his visit was the establishment in America of a 
plant to manufacture Peugeot cars. Furthermore he inti-! 
mated that the American mode] of this well known make is 
to be a small light car weighing about 900 pounds, with an) 
engine developing twenty-two horse power, and selling for 
somewhere around $400. In outlining his views on the sub-'! 
ject, the French manufacturer said that he believed that. 
America was ready for the small car, because of its economy 
of operation, low first cost and ease of handling in traffic’ 
and convenience in parking. 

Is it? Mr. Rosengart’s reasons seem entirely 

logical. We all want more or less economy. Many 

of us preforce have to consider first cost elosely. 

Ease of handling and parking is highly desirable 

under modern traffic conditions. But while the 

American wants some or all of these characteristics 

in his car, he does not want them at the sacrifice of 

certain other qualities that he has learned to con- 

sider essential. The price of motor fuel in this 

country is not yet up where economy of operation 

becomes the most important factor. In Europe fuel 

costs two and even three times as much as it does 

here, and consequently economy is the prime consid- 

eration with car buyers there. Furthermore Ameri- 

cans are not used to riding in the small, low Euro- 

pean type of vehicle, and their first impressions of 

such a car would probably border. on the. vidiculous. 

There is nothing else that an American likes less 

than looking ridiéulous or imagining that he does. 

As regards low first cost, a car of this European 

type could not be produced and sold below the pres- 

ent price of our own “ponies,” which have all the 

characteristics that Americans have beén trained to 

expect in @ car. 


So the foreign manufacturer who comes into the 
American market and attempts to build and sell a European | 
type of small car has a job of education as well as one of 
production on his hands before he can hope to make good a 
foothold here. *

N recent balance sheets of big American manufacturing 

corporations first place is held by the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, with $129,000,000. Then 
comes United States Steel, with $117,000,000, followed by 
General Motors, with $116,000,000 for its year’s work. 
Fourth place goes to Standard Oil of New Jersey, with a total 
of $114,000,000, and the Ford Motor Company is in fifth 
place, with about $110,000,000. 

The significant feature of the compilation is found in| 
the fact that among the first five companies in earning | 
power, two are members of the automobile manufacturing | 
industry. The industry which makes lowered price its prime | 
consideration by means of scientific production methods is | 
able to list two companies in the first five, against a single | 
one for other industries. This is not only a sign of pros-| 
perity, but a certain indication that the automobile industry 
has been essentially right in choosing its fundamental prin- 
ciple in manufacturing and marketing.

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Vane Sees No Need for 
Alarm; Advises Caution 


T. LOUIS, April 27.—There is nothing in the present 
Wall Street situation to upset any automobile dealer who 


is properly organized, says C. 


A. Vane, general manager of 


the National Automobile Dealers’ Association, in a bulletin 


to members. 


Mr. Vane, warns, however, that® 


there is every need for sanity and 
caution. In discussing the likely 
effects of the situation on the busi- 
ness of dealers, the general man- 
ager has the following to say:— 

“When the 1925 selling season 
and the totals had been added, it 
was discovered that the industry 
had produced the record-breaking 
sum of 4,225,000 motor vehicles in| 
1925 against a total of 3,650,000 in 
1924. Of the 1925 total 3,833,000 
were passenger cars and 492,000 
were commercial vehicles. Of the 
1924 total 3,280,000 were passenger 
and 370,000 commercial cars. Ex- 
ports in 1925 amounted to 550,000 
compared with 380,000 exports in 
the previous year. 

“It is telling no secret to divulge! 
the fact that conservative policy 
advocates among motor vehicle 
manufacturers are basing their 
production programs for the next! 
five years on the belief that the; 
normal motor vehicle market in} 
the United States justifies the pro- 
duction of an average of 3,000,000) 
motor vehicles a year. 

“Dealers who have been wise 
have not risked the safety of 
their own business, either upon 
the assumption that 1925 sales 
were ‘normal’ sales for the next 
five years. They, too, have kept 
their overhead as low as was 
consistent with the increased vol- 
ume that they handled, but few 
of them incurred fixed capital 
obligations over a period of years 
that were based upon the as- 
sumption that 1925 was a ‘nor- 
mal’ year.” 

After dwelling at length on the 
recent disturbance in Wall Street, 
which, he said, was inevitable, Mr. 
Vane goes on to say:— 

“Some comparison has_ been 
made to the likelihood of 1926 and 
each succeeding period being a re- 
petition of the 19@0-21-22 deflation | 
period, but what are the actual 
facts? 

“The period from 
1918, to May, 1920, was a -period | 








of inflation. The period from No-|0f your finding the buyer and him jing newspaper men in the labora- 


vember, 1924, to March, 1926, has 
been a period of speculation. There 
is a world of difference between 
the two. 

“There is no questidn that high 
governmental authorities have been 
instrumental in bringing on the 
present situation because of their 
feeling that a period of inflation 
was ahead if the period of specula- 
tion went unchecked. In March, 
1920, the Federal Reserve system 
had an average daily ratio of re- 
serves to liabilities of 42.7 per 
cent. While the figures for March, 
1926, have not yet been published, 
they have been around a level of 
75 per cent. The Federal Reserve 
Board is forbidden by law to per- 
mit these ratios to go lower than 
40 per cent., and it is plain that 
the country’s banking situation 
was never in a firmer and sounder 
condition than the present. There 
will be no repetition of the 1920- 
21-22 situation. 

“With this in mind then, what 
can the automobile dealer do to 

protect himself through the next 
few months, even against a gen- 
eral psychological depression that 
might be imposed upon him by 
the easily influenced public? 
Many things, and he doesn‘t need 
to wait a month to start them.

Of this net 
profit, $5,000 came from the sale 
of his new automobiles and $12,000 
of his profit came from his opera- 
tion of his parts and labor depart- 
ment. His car sales were at retail, 
but his service and parts were sold 
to people owning his make of car 
in territory twenty miles around his 
place of business. His was an un- 
usual experience in a dealership, 
due to competition of fellow dealers 
handling the same make of car, and 
his subsidiary departments were 
life-savers to him. 

“But his lesson for other 
dealers is that no business man 
overlooks the opportunity to 
make a dollar from any depart- 
ment of his business that will 
produce a dollar. The further 
lesson is that even when every- 
thing going right, get your 
business set up on a basis of 
enabling you to go ahead if 
things go wrong. 

“The future of the automobile 
business is just as assured as the 
future of the railroad business or 
the electric light and power busi- 
ness, or the telephone business. 
But those industries don’t 
‘bigger and better years’ every 
year, either. They do rely upon 
the aggregate of a term of years, 
though. to pull them to higher 
levels. > 

“If you have talent that 
you are anxious to keep busy, put 
it to moving your used cars. There’s 
a used car for everybody who 
wants one, and at the right price

“This ‘squeeze out’ in Wall 
Street was inevitable.

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G. E. ANNOUNCES 
NEW HEADLIGHT 


Gives Long Range 
Without Glare, It 
Is Claimed 


(Continued from Page 5) 


as to the driver of the approach- 
ing car. 


“It must be recognized that to 
provide a good driving light for 
the operator of one car which 
produces blinding effects to the 
approaching driver of another 
car will never bring about good 
night driving conditions, 


“While many so-called non-glare 
lenses do improve the lateral dis- 
tribution, they still retain the 
dangerous vertical characteristic of 
the parabolic reflector, which 
makes it 
sonable range without glare. A 
careful study of the isometric 
curves of the light distribution of 
differént headlights now in use 
clearly demonstrates that we must 
be satisfied with either one of two 
defeats—that is, intolerable glare or 
insufficient range for safe driving. 

“An extensive study of the 
hyperbolic reflectors was made, 
but, while this somewhat improved 
the long range distribution by de- 


2% parting from the hot spot and im- 


proving the lateral spread, it pro- 
duced a dark central area which 
could not successfully be corrected 
by the use of a front door lense 
without at the same time introduc- 
ing a bright band of light near the 
car, at about a point. where the or- 
dinary headlights now project their 
main beam when adjusted for non- 
glare. 

“Experiments were also made with 
two lamps, one for the long range 
beam and the other to give side 
illumination. While this produced 
an excellent light, it was too ex- 
pensive to reach the general pub- 
lie. 


“Then came the experimenting 
and development which have re- 
sulted in the present light, which 
projects a double crescent from 
but one incandescent lamp in the 
headlight. In adition to the long 
range without glare and wide 
side beam, two important fea- 
tures of this new lamp, which 
will be known as the Ryan-Lite, 
are the non-focusing element and 
the beam adjusting element. 


“By the first, lamps can be 
changed without focusing, and in 
States where they permit either 21 
or 32 candle power lamps the fixed 


;} adjustment is all that is required. 


“The second feature is valuable 
in that after the lamps are installed 
on the car it is only necessary to 
have some one take about 100 
paces in advance while the de- 
pressing screw is given a few turns, 
until the observer states that the 
lamps do not glare. 

“This point is so clearly defined 
that there si no chance for mis- 
judgment, and an extra turn of the 
screw will compensate for an un- 
equal loading of the car without 
materially reducing the _ range. 
After once set, there will be no oc- 
casion for additional adjustment. 
The lamps will then be right for 
either city or country driving, and 
will not require tilting or any 
other manipulation.” 

Although the headlights are -de- 
signed to use a single filament 
lamp, two filament lamps can be 
used if desired, especially in states 
where dimming laws are enforced. 
The use of the two filament lamps 
is recommended as safer than the 
ordinary dimming practice, Mr. 
Ryan stated.

FORD DISCUSSES 
CANADA’S TARIFF - 


Says His Ford Ford City Fac- 
tory Will Now Be 
Bigger—Better 


ETROIT, April 27.—“I 
believe in free trade — 
everywhere,” says. Henry ~ 
Ford in the Detroit Times. 
“The tariff is a hindrance to 
trade. Free _ competition 
brings healthy business.” 
Ford's statement was made in 
connection with the Canadian 
tariff reduction on motor cars and 
after visiting the plants of the 
Ford Motor Company of Canada.” 


“Those fellows over in our Cana- 
dian unit,” said Mr. Ford, “are go- 
ing to manufacture more efficiently 
now. They’ll have to. It’s going 
to be a better plant over there— 
better organization. That’s an- 
other reason why it’s a good thing 
for the manufacturer. 

“They've been able to get a higher 
price in Canada, and naturally 
they’ve taken it. But, on the other 
hand, lower prices mean more 
buyers, more buyers mean more 
business, more business means 
growth for the manufacturer. Give 
me that plant at Ford City and I'll 
compete with the plant here at 
Highland Park any day. Our unit 
in Canada can buy as cheaply as 
we can here. We make every 
of the car in the Canadian Soe 
and 95 per cent. any way of the 
raw material is supplied right in 
Canada. We get our steel from 
Algoma, Ont., lumber—everything — 
we. need.” ; 

It was suggested that large-scale 
productions make a difference, as 
many Canadian manufacturers be- 
lieve they cannot compete with 
American manufacturers because 
the latter have advantages in mass 
production. 

“IT don’t see that,” said Mr. Ford. 
“What do you mean by mass pro- 
duction? I think we've got large- 
scale production in our Canadian 
unit. They're turning out 600 cars 
a day. Here we are doing between 
7,000 and 8,000 a day, but I don’t 
think that’s any advantage after a 
certain point.”’ 


Toledo Plants 
At Labor Peak 


Toledo, April 27.—Employment 
in Toledo last week reached the 
highest point in four years. Ree 
ports of firty-one plants to the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation showed an increase of 
1,031 employees on the payrolls, 
which brings the net gain in April 
to more than 3,000 and the total 
employment in those plants to 
30,594. 

A year ago the same firms had 
28,792 employed. There was 
marked activity in the aufomobile 
industry the past week. In the 
malleable iron trade there has beeni- 
a slight tendency to slacken, due 
largely to the prolonged winter= 
weather. 


USE OF MOTOR CARS IN 
BRAZIL CONTINUES GAIN 


Washington, April 27. — There 
are now 11,000 passenger cars and 
4,000 trucks in operation in Sao 
Paulo, Brazil, as compared with 
only a few thousand cars in the 
entire state several years ago. Im- 
ports of cars and trucks through 
Santos amounted to 34,718 in 1925, 
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of which 90 per cent. were from 
the United States, the Department 
of Commerce was informed in a 
report today.
